Doth, then, any Man deferve the Name of a 
Briton, who, at fuch a Seafon as this, endeavours td 
divide this Kingdom, and to mflame one Part of it 
againft the reft? May not fach Perfons be moré 
juftly. ftiled the Enemies and Betrayers of theit 
Country ? 

Nothing furely but the moft inconfiderate Rafh- 
nefs, the moft mad or drunken Zeal, can hurry any 
of us into fuch fatal Mifchief; for I am unwilling 
to think there is one fo defpicable in his Principles, 
as knowingly and deliberately to facrifice his Coun- 
try to. his Party ; fince, however flavifh the Doc-

In Proper- 

ty again, the great Foundation of Power, you are 

no lefs our Interiors, All the greateft and moft 

powerful of the Nobility are known to be moft 

zealoufly affeéted to the prefent Eftablifhment : So 
are (except a very few pry tage? all the 

richeft of the Commons; and the moft opulent 
City, not only of Great Britain, ‘but of the whole 

World, hath moft explicitly fhewn itfelf on our 
Side. A third Advantage, to which we lay Claim, | 
is the Property of the Mind. This is, indeed, 
much our Due, that I am afhamed to mention you 
in the Light of Competition. To fpeak Truth, Ja- 
cobitifm is a Principle below the Dignity of Human 
Nature, and the very Bealt you ride on_ hath an. 
unworthy Burthen upon his Back, Again, it hath 
pleafed God to intruft the Sword in our Hands; as 
‘well the Civil Sword as the Military. We have an 

Aduniniftration not confifting of one abfolute Prime 

Minifter, fupported only by his Tools and Depen- 
depts, and obnoxious to the Great Men in the Na- 
tion 3 but an Adminittration compofed really of all 
the Great Men, whofe Abilities of any Kind make 
them worthy of any Place in it; fupported by both 
Houfes of Parliament, and, as appears by the laft 
Elction, by a vaft Majority of the whole Pcople. 

Ve have an Army well difciplined and experienced, 
and whofe Bravery is renown’d all over Hurope. 

This Army is not only known to be inviolably at- 

tached to our Caufe, but devoted to the Perfon of 
their Royal General. His Courage hath fo engaged 
their Admiration, and his Juftice, Generofity, and 

Affability have f won the Hearts of the Soldiers, 
that their Officers aver they believe there is not a 
Man in it, who would not go to the D—l at the 
Command of his Royal Highnefs. 

For the Truth of thefe feveral Matters, T need 
appeal no farther than to the late Rebellion, in which 
all chat I have here aflerted appeared to the cleareft 
Demonttration. 

It is ploin, therefore, that your Prince can have 
no Dependence on the Power of his Friends in 
Great Britain; and it is as plain, that he can bor- 
row no foreign Force from any Power in Europe, 
which he can convey hither, (the Force and Aflift- 
ance of France ouly excepted.) 

And this feems to be acknowledged by his own 
Conds&; for would be have flown to the Protec- 
tion of a Power whofe Arms are fo obnoxious to, 
and at all times fo juftly fulpected by Great Britain ; 
a Power then at War with us, and vifibly aiming 
at our Deftruction; Would he, I fay, have endea- 
youred to introduce himfelf here, under the Banners 
of this Prince, if the Banners of any other Prince 
on Earth could have been f{pread in his Favour? 
Such an Affiftance, he muft well know, would ren- 
der him odious to every reafonable Man in this Na- 
tion, and mult animate every true Briton againft 
his Caufe, however he might otherwife be in- 
clined, 





Again, with what Views.can we conceive that 
this Crown, the natural, the old, the certain Ene- 
my of this Nation, would embrace bis’ Party, or 
lend hioy any Affiffance? Is.ig to agbrandize Grede 
Britain, to enlarge our Libetties, ‘our Trade our 
Riches, our Strength? Ina Word, is it the De- 
fign of France to make us more formidable to her- 
felf? Or may we not more juftly fufpeé& that the 
hath (ufficient Affurances from this Pretender, that 
he will tread in the Footfteps of his Anceftors ; and 
that by placing him on the Throne, fhe «flould 


again reduce this Nation to a Dependence on her- . 


fe}f, and make it once more the Inftrument of all 
her pernicious Schemes. 

This, I fay, is the lzaft Mifchief to us which 
France can intend, and what in all thofe Wars, 
which fhe hath undertaken in Support of this Fa- 
mily, fhe plainly hath intended ; but fhe may now 
intend nvere.. Her Succefles have probably enlarg’d 
her Views, ,and no lefs than the intire Conqueft of 
this great, this yet glorious Kingdom,-may termi- 
nate her Profpeét. Not to give us a dependent 
Prince, a Viceroy in Effect, but in Name too, may 
now be her audacious Hope. 

This Hope, the bare Mention of which muft be 
fo fhocking to a Brit Far, if fhe hath dared to 
entertain it, fhe muft build only on our Civil Dif- 
fentions. God forbid that I fhould raife a Bluth in 
my Countrymen, by fuppofing that the united 
Strength of this Nation can be in Danger from any 
Enemy ; but whatever Indignationthe Idea may 
raife, (and without Indignation I would not have 
it read) I will affert, that-if wei futter fenfelefs 
Opinions and caufelefs Jealoifies to divide, diftratt, 
and weaken us at this Time, the moft ambitious 
Hopes of France are but too reafonable; and a few 
Years will probably put an End to the very Being of 
this Country.

We are alfo in 
Hopes that other Princes of Germany will follow their 
Examples.
